$110,000 has been apportioned to 
|General Benefit and $55,000 to Lo- 
ical Improvement. 

Before a vote can be taken on the 
sum apportioned under Local Im 
provement, a rather lengthy pro 
cedure of publishing details in the 
local paper for two consecutive 
weeks and then a further waiting 
period of two weeks has to be ob- 
served, This. however, can all be 
short circuited by an alternative 
procedure, If a petition is signed by 


and representing half the 
value of the property in the Im- 
provement area, agreeing to meet 
the cost under Local Improvement, 
this publication and waiting period 
can be dispensed with. If this is 
done the vote can be held under 
the two headings in the near fu- 
ture. 

This $55,000 is further broken 
down as $28,000 for water mains 
and $27,000 for sewer mains. These 
will be paid for by property own- 
ers in the improvement area only 
through frontage tax assessed at 14 
;cents per foot for water mains and

Diphtheria Is Still Present. 


During National Health Week the 


to family health. Everyone has time 
to pause during the hustle of the 
20th century life, surely to review 
such an intensely personal matter. 
I want to leave one thought with 
parents for Health Week, 1949. It is 
that diphtheria is still present in 
Alberta lurking around some corner 
and ever ready to strike down a 
likely victim. You may ask, “who 
are the likely victims?” In short, 
anybody who has no immunity 
against the diesease. By far the 
most vulnerable person is the child 
up to the age of 15 years. Thereafter 
the chances of being attacked by 
diphtheria diminish rapidly to be- 
come extremely rare in the age. 
Considerable publicity has been 
given to this latest reported out- 
break in the Nobleford district. This 
is not served by a Health Unit. Con- 
sequently the opportunity to ob- 
tain protective inoculations against 
the killer diseases diphtheria and 
whooping cough for the children is 
not readily available. These people 
take a chance that the disease will 
not attack them, they lost the gam- 
ble and what a price has been paid. 
If your child has not yet received 
a full course of all the protective | 
inoculations recommended you are | 
taking part in this worthless gam- 
ble with disease too. You stand to 
gain nothing if you win and if you

Every child between the age of 6 
months and 15 years should be pro- 
tected against the disease. Only by 
having all the susceptible members 
of the community protected will we 
he able to stamp out this dreaded 
disease.

The annual meeting of the Dids- 
bury West Mutual Telephone Co. 
Ltd. was held in the Lions hall, 
Didsbury, on January 29 at 2 p.m. 
and although every shareholder was 
sent the annual report by mail, 
giving time and date of the meet- 
ing. it is doubtful if one-fourth of 
the members was present, Presum- 
ing that the usual number were in 
town that day and that the usual 
number discussed the affairs of 
their company in any place but that 
appointed, for their information and 
also for those who could not be 
there, it might be wise to tell them 
of what thelr representative gath- 
ering decided. 


From the start of this venture and 
through the war years when prices 
and rates and wages were con- 
trolled, the rate was §$1.50 per 
month of 5 cents per day and as 
there was no operating surplus it | 
| Was impossible to build up a re-| 
serve to take care of depreciation | 
of plant and equipment. Two years | 
ago the rate was raised to $2 per 
month or 6.6 cents a day, and this | 
just covered cost of operating and 
transportation, which latter we had 
undertaken to supply, and making 
no allowance for continued rising 
costs of material and supplies.. 
Poles, wire, hardware, etc. more 
doubled, as did transportation and 
labor costs. Instruments now cost 
five times the price paid for origi- 
nal ones. 

After consideration of these things 
and discussion the meeting unant. 
mously decided that the directors 
set the rate to cover the require- 
ments of retaining experienced ser- 
vice, purchasing adequate supplies, 
and setting up a depreciation fund. 
The directors later set the rate at 
$2.50 per month or 82 cents per 
day, and volunteered to share in 
the added cost With the other sub- 
scribers.,

prompt payment of dues and as the 
government requires payment of 
connection charges and long dist- 
ance tolls monthly, the meeting de- 
cided that if at all possible sub-
